THE HISTORY OF THE COLOURS 


Regimental Colours have a long history. They began when banners or symbols 
were carried into battle to identify different units of an army, and as a symbol of a 
unit would become something of which the soldiers were proud. The banners or 
standards of the Roman Army carried the image of the Emperor, and as the 
Emperor was Officially a god, they came to have a religious significance. 

Today in our army they represent something which in itself is material and yet 
is essentially spiritual in nature. The Colours are the visible image of all that the 
Regiment holds in highest honour and respect, in regard to its history and tradition. 
They represent the spirit of the Regiment. 

Today we salute and farewell the Colours of a Regiment, whose spirit lives on 
in the Second Battalion (Canterbury, Nelson, Marlborough and West Coast) Royal 
New Zealand Infantry Regiment. 

The King’s and Regimental Colours of the ist Battalion of the Canterbury 
Regiment, Senior of all the New Zealand Infantry Regiments, were presented to 
the Battalion on 29th September 1923. At that time the Regimental Colour, in the 
primrose body colour of the former 2nd Battalion bore only the battle honour 
“South Africa”. The ten scrolls containing the battle honours of the Great War 
1914-1918 were emblazoned on the Regimental Colour in 1930. 

The Colours had been made by Hobson and Sons in England in 1914 but the 
Great War delayed the presentation. At the presentation, the Colours were | 
consecrated by the Reverend H. Nelson Wright, Chaplain to the Forces, and Vicar 
of St John’s, Latimer Square. They were then presented by the Honorary Colonel of 
the Regiment, Colonel the Honourable G. J. Smith C.B.E., V.D., M.L.C. to the Ist 
and 4th (Cadet) Battalions, The Canterbury Regiment on parade in Cranmer 
Square.

The centre piece of the Regimental Colour is a white crane, the badge of the 
Regiment, taken from the crest of the second Commanding Officer in 1862. It is 
flanked by fern fronds, surmounted by the crown and placed over the Regimental 
motto “Ake, ake, kia, kaha” the closing words of Rewi’s exhortation, being 
translated as “We will fight on for ever.” 

This is the second stand of Colours carried by the Regiment, and they will rest 
in honour alongside the colours presented in 1863 and the King’s Colours of the 
three Great War Battalions in the Chapel of St Michael and St George in 
Christchurch Cathedral. 

May these Colours in this place of rest be an inspiration to those who would 
follow the tradition of service. 


A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE BATTALION 


2 RNZIR was formed in 1[964, by an amalgamation of The Canterbury 
Regiment and The Nelson Marlborough and West Coast Regiment, thus inheriting 
history that went back to the commencement of the New Zealand Army. In August 
1845, the Nelson Battalion of Militia was gazetted and trained daily for three 
months, until the settlers apprehension of possible Maori attack had abated. 

Voluntary training commenced in Canterbury in 1859, Nelson 1860, 
Marlborough 1861 and West Coast 1868. From those dates until today there has 
been a continuous record of service. 

During the Volunteer Corps period from 1865-1910 over 70 different Corps 
were gazetted in 2 RNZIR’s area. From 1885 onwards the Corps were grouped into 
Battalions, North and South Canterbury being sometimes combined. 

By 1903, North Canterbury had two Battalions of Infantry Volunteers, there 
was a South Canterbury Battalion and the Nelson Infantry had one Battalion 
covering Nelson and Marlborough with a second Battalion on the West Coast. 
Volunteers served individually as Militia in the Maori Wars and over 200 attended 
the siege of Parihaka in 1881. Large numbers of volunteers served in the Boer War 
and in acknowledgment of their contribution the Battle Honour “South Africa 
1900-02” was granted. 

The introduction of a compulsory Territorial Training system in 1911 saw the 
existing Infantry regrouped on a Regimental basis. Regiments were numbered 
according to the seniority of existing Corps and through the long service of the 
Christchurch City Guards, Canterbury, became the senior Regiment. 

Within the Canterbury Military District were the Ist (Canterbury) Regiment, 
the 2nd (South Canterbury) Regiment, the 12th (Nelson) Regiment and the XIIIth 
(North Canterbury and Westland) Regiment. 

Mobilisation for the 1914-18 war was on a military district basis, each 
Territorial Regiment producing a rifle company for a district battalion. During the 
war the Canterbury Regiment (1 NZEF) had three battalions plus a reinforcement 
battalion and in each of these, the companies retained their Territorial numbering 
and cap badge. Over 8,000 casualties were suffered. A Victoria Cross was won by 
Set H. J. Nicholas for his gallantry at Polderhock Chateau. 




















In 1917 the 12th (Nelson) Regiment changed its name to 12th (Nelson and 
Marlborough) Regiment. 

In 1921, Territorial Regiments were regrouped into two battalions of The 
Canterbury Regiment. 

In 1923 the second battalion became, The Nelson Marlborough and West 
Coast Regiment. : 

Mobilisation for the 1939-45 war was again on a District Basis. Infantry from 
the Southern Military District served in the 20th, 23rd, ‘26th, 30th and 37th 

battalions of the 2nd NZEF and 2 RNZIR inherits the deeds and history of these 
units. | : | . 

Capt. C. H. Upham was awarded a Victoria Cross for conspicuous bravery in 
Crete and a Bar to the Victoria Cross for gallantry at El Ruweisat Ridge. 

Victoria Crosses were also awarded to Sgt J. Hinton for his actions at 
Kalamata in Greece and to Set C. Hulme for his actions on Crete. 

The Territorial Regiments were mobilised for home service. In 1942 The 
Canterbury Regiment had seven battalions, one of which, No. 6, served in Tonga 
and The Nelson Marlborough and West Coast Regiment had three battalions. 

In 1948 both of the Regiments reformed a battalion in readiness for 
compulsory military trainees. In the next decade the units grew to full strength but 
the abolition of compulsory training in 1959 reduced numbers greatly. 

From 1962 to 1964 the two Regiments were partly amalgamated, Nelson 
Marlborough West Coast supplying two companies to the Canterbury battalion. 
The new battalion created in 1964 built up to full strength by 1969. As a unit in the 
Combat Brigade Group it received new equipment and an increased complement 
of Regular Force staff. 

For several years the battalion flew to the North Island for Annual Camps. 
Since 1970 the Unit has camped in the South Island. 

Now on an “all volunteer basis” 2 RNZIR is confident for the future and proud 
of its past. -
